Hebrews at Washington Deny 


Accusation of Use of Human 


Blood for Ritual. 


CASE MAY BE DROPPED, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT} 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—{Special.]— 
Over 3,000 Hebrews met tonight in the temple 
of the Washington Hebrew congregation to 
protest to the world the innocence of the 
Russian Jew aécused of using human blood 
for a ritual. 

Dri Leopold Glusshak, a prominent Jewish 
surgeon, presided. The speakers included 
Congressman Siméon D. Fess of Ohio, a 
Christian; Rabbi William Rosenau of Balt!- 
more, Rabbi Robert Simon and Simon Wolf 
of Washington. 


Four Resolutions Adopted. 
These four resolutions were edoptcd: 
_ 1. That we contend that the Jewish 
religion has ho rite exacting human blood 
for ritual purposes. 
2. That since the early days of ou: re- 
Jigion we have had no sect nor any secret 
sect that made use of Christian blood for 
ritual purposes, 

3. That we protest to the world, in the 
name of justice, civilization, and re- 
ligious tolerance, against the false ac- 
eusatlon of Mendel Beilis of Kleff or hav- 
ing murdered Andrew Yushinsky for the 
purpose of using his blood for ritual pur- 
poses. 

4. That copies of these resolutions be 
forwarded to the public prosecutor at 
Kleff. 


Flays Russian Government. 

Simon Wolf, a Washington atturney, who 
was active in the effort to have this country 
abrogate the treaty of 1832, condemned the 
Russian government for its treatment of the 
Jew. ; 

Rabbi Rosenau of Baltimore outlined the 
history of the blood accysation against his 
race. 

Thie accusation,’ . he said. ‘‘is not new 
with the Russian goyernment.. But how 
ridiculous is its charge! Every student of 
Jewish history, of Jewish religion, and of 
Jewish custome knows that to use blood in 
any .

UST LARGE ARCTIC BODY? 


Scientists Believe Final Results 
Have Been Achieved: Greely 
Doubts Location. 


MANY THEORIES ARE SUPPORTED 


St. Michael, Alaska, Oct. 12.—Commander 
Wilkitzky, m charge of the Russian party 
which has been exploring in the Arctic zone, 
and which has reported the discovery of a 
vast body of land, was thawed out enough 
today to give full details of the find.“ 

The land discovered he says lies to the north 


ot Siberia, in latitude 81 north, longitude 104 


east. It embraces a new uninhabited moun- 

talnous land, possibly a continent. | 
The expedition landed with difficulty in the 

new land, raised the Russian flag and took 


| possession in the name of the czar. 


Commander Wilkitzky christened the new 
land Nicholas Second Land.“ 

The expedition sailed from Vladivostok by 
way of Petropovolock and Bast Cape, and 
thence westward along the Siberian coast to, 
longitude 96 east. 


Signs of Volcanic Eruptions. 
Commander Wilkitzky says the shore of the 
new countty where the expedition landed and 
along which the vessels traveled is rocky, 
with high abrupt cliffs, formed evidently 
from volcanic activity. 
Volcanoes of the district possibly may have 


been active recently, he said. Manz high 


peaks, he stated, were discernible inland 
from the vessels and what seemed to be vapor 
could be sen atising from one of these. The 
temperature taken on the water Hear the 
shore line was 51.8 degrees Fahrenheit, while 
that taken on the shore was 62.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The land was covered with snow 


almost to the sen. 


In July and August the expedition saw much 
evidence of the presence on the land of rein- 
deer. Many walrus were seen, and bird life 
was plentiful. A number of polar bears also 
were noticed. : 

The vegetation on the new land, Commander 
Wilkitzky stated, was scant. T Wenty fathoms 
from shore a depth of water of ninety-five 
fathoms was sounded. 


Battle Solid Ice Pack. 

The expedition, Commander Wilkitzky 
stated, cruised northwesterly along the mar- 
gin of the newly discovered land to latitude 
81, longitude 96 east. It was forced to turn 
away from the land, which still extended in 
a northwesterly direction, by the solld ice 
pack. ‘The expedition then roliowea tne snore 
line in a southeasterly direction, At longi- 
tude 104 east, latitude 79, the coast turns 
northeasterly. 

The expedition crulsed along shore line as 
far as podsible. In latitude 76 degrees 40 
minutes north it was foreed away from the 
land by ice and then it traveled eastward by 
Bennett, Jeannette, and Henri: tta islands 
The locations of these islands, Commander 
Wilkitzky stated, was accurately d 
mined. Bennett island, he gaid, had ee 
placed too far north by De Long and is much 
smaller than had been formerly reported. 

The expedition now was in the open polar 
sea and continued east to longitude 165 west, 
thence south through Bering straits, inciud- 
ing a call at Amadiar bay, Siberia. 


Buffeted by Fierce Gale. 

On Oct. 3 the most severe gale ever experi- 
enced by the officers aboard drove the ves 
sels east of the Lawrence islands. The 
storm continued with great violence until 
Oct. 7. There was no loss of life or serious 
nha on the vessels, Which are stanchly 
built, equipped with the best machinery. and 
manned by selected seamen. 

The voyage in the Arctic was exceptionally 
pleasant. The only pack ice met during the 
westward journey was south of Wrangell 
island and along Nicholas II. land. 

North of Cepe Cholyushin, between the 
course pursued by the exploring ships Vega 


a d Fram and Nicholas II. land, the Russian . 


expedition discovered several small islands. 
No evidence of mineral was seen on any of 
the newly discovered land. 


Ships Will Go te Vladivostok. 

The Taymir and Waygatch will procoed 
from here directly to Vladivostok in a few 
days, having obtained an ample suppiy of 
coal here. 

The officers and crews of the ships are 
being entertained by the officers and men of 
the Thirtieth regiment, United States in- 
fantry, stationed here.

Makes Rescue Possible.

Then the men of the passen- 
ger list were lowered into the 
small boats and finally the crew 
and the officers abandoned the 
ship. It happened that several 
of the rescuing fleet had more 
small boats near the Volturno 
than others had, and this ac- 
counted for the fact that some 
of the steamers are carrying 
more survivors than others. 

The work of rescue was com- 
pleted at 9 a. m. The work was 
accomplished with splendid 
courage and discipline. 


Immediately after the ship 
had been abandoned the eleven 
rescuing steamers began to 
search the ocean for the two 
lifeboats of the Volturno that 
disappeared into the storm on 
Thursday with nearly 100 pas- 
sengers. Each ship went on a 
short cruise, the steamships 
taking different directions, and 
the ocean was searched thor- 
oughly for many miles. It was 
fruitless. No glimpse of the 
boats could be had. 


The ropes broke anc the people were 
thrown into the water and drowned or 
killed. When the captain saw what had 
happened he cut the tackle of the other 
boats so that they could not be launched. 

“We were so glad when we saw the 
Oarmania coming, for we said: ‘Now we 
Shall all be saved.’ 


CAPTAIN DRIVES FIREMEN BACK.

STORY FROM THE KURFUERST. 

The Grosser Kurfuerst this murnfhg 
sent out a skeleton story of the disaster 
and of the work of rescue. The dispatch 
read 

“The Grosser Kurfuerst was in lati- 
tude 48.50 north, loagitude 35.06 west 
when the call for help was received from 
the Volturno. When we arrived near the 
Volturno we found that it was afire at 
the fore part. There had been an explo- 
sion, which killed many passengers and 
members of the crew. Rescuing steamers 
arrived Thursday and early Friday morn- 
ing. 

“There was a violent storm and heavy 
sea, which endangered the Volturno and 
made rescue impossible for many hours. 
Two of the boats of the Grosser Kurfuerst 
were lowered and kept at work Thursday 
night from 9 p. m. until 3:15 a. m It 
was impossible for them to get near the 
Volturno. A boat was lowered from the 
Volturno, but it was capsized. Five men 
who were in it were saved by this ship. 

“The total of those rescued from the 
Volturno was 523. Of this 106 were taken 
on board the Grosser Kurfuerst. There 
are eighty-six passengers, two ship’s offi- 
cers, one engineer, and Sixteen sailors. 
Two full boatloads from the Volturno are 
stil] being searched for. It is likely that 
they have foundered. Steamships are 
searching in the neighborhood of the 
wreck. The rescued on this ship are be- 
ing cared for and bave had proper accom- 
modations. We are proceeding.” 


WARSHIP MAY BE SENT. 

It is likely that the United States gov- 
ernment will send a warship to the scene of 
the disaster for the purpose of searching 
for the two boats that are said to have es- 
caped from the burning ship and to recover 
bodies.

INVENTION ENABLES PERSON 
EASILY TO WALK ON THE WATER. 


St. Louis Man Constructs Device and 
Says Experiments Have Proved All 
He Claims for It. 7 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—August 
Sommerfield, an inventor, has perfected and 
patented an invention enabling him to walk 
across the Mississippi river as rapidly as a 
pedestrian could make his way across Eads 
bridge. Sommerfield has spent many weeks 
experimenting with the device on the river 
and on Creve Cour lake. He says it was orig- 
inated for life saving. 

The invention consists of a canvas cov- 
ered pneumatic tube that is pumped up like 
an automobile tire. It fits under the arms, 
extending entirely.ground the body, and is 
held in place by a out around the waist and 
straps over the shoulders. Used in connec- 
tion with a webbed arrangement fastened to 
the ankles, the wearer of the air belt is able 
to walk as rapidly as if on land.

Even admitting that through mis- 
management and lack of experjence the 
profits would not be so great und city con- 
trol, the plant should at least clear a profit 
of $100,000 a year. 

It is estimated by Col. Henry A. Allemand 
other experts employed by the city that the 
building cost of a new up to date reduction 
plant would be approximately $1,000,000. It 
is extremely probable the highest valuation 
which could possible be placed on the plant 
of the reduction company would be $300,000, 
even at the estimate of its own officials. This 
makes a total cost of $1,300,000 to the city. 

But not 1 cent would have to be ex- 
pended from the pockets of the taxpayers. 
Making the most liberal of time allowances, 
It would not take more than three years to 
erect the new reduction plant and have it in 
operation. During that three years the seized 

plant could pay for ite $300,000 cost at a rate 
of $100,000 a year, or thé amount of its yearly 
profits, Within thirteen years the new plant 
would be paid for.”

CITES ECONOMIC WASTE. 


Asserts Abolition of Liquor 
Would Result in Lower 
Cost of Living. 


Galesburg. III., Oct. 12.—[Special. )—Before 


an audience of 1,500 women and men, 


assembled under the auspices of the 
State W. C. T. U. of Hlinois, Daniel A. Pol- 
ing of Columbus. O., made a hot reply to the 
strictures on the prohibitionists by Percy 


Andrae and others at a banquet given to 


Charles J. Vopicka, new minister to the 
Balkan states, in Chicago on Saturday nis ht. 

“Supposing.”’ Mr. Poling said, that as 
Mr. Andrae says, $7,000 men, women, boys, 
and girls are given. employment by the liquor 
industry. and supposing that there are mil- 
lions of dollars invested. Why, our vital sta- 
tistics show that last year there 66,000 deaths 
as the result of drink, or within a thousand 
of as many as are given employment by the 
liquor interests. 


Economic Waste of Millions. 

“Supposing the liquor men do pay out a 
large total in wages, still that is but a mere 
fraction of the over $2,000,000,000 annual 
drink bill ot the nation. Supposing that o.. 
persons are employed, what good does that 
do, so long as that which they make is a 
source of economic waste to the millions who 


are in other employments? 


“Why, the total purchases of all thiugs 
from the other allied industries of the coun- 
try by the liquor interests amount to but 
thirty-six one hundredths of 1 per cent of the 
total. 

All other industries are judged by their 
product. This liquor industry takes the raw 
material—boys and girls of the land—and the 
finished products are wrecked bodies, minds, 
and souls. 


Small Amount of Wages. 

“I will tell Mr. Andrae that the liquor 
traffic pays less than $100 in wages for every 
million of eupital invested, which is the los- 
est percentage of any industry in the cout: y. 
If that $2,000,000,000 drink bill could be put 
into the necessities of life, the high cost of 
living problem for many families would be 
solved.

A CITY AT STAKE. 

The fight for good against gang goverr- 
ment in cities is not confined this fall to the 
struggle between fusion and Tammany for 
the rich prize of New York. 

Another very pretty fight of the same sort 
is on in Cincinnati, and it deserves the at- 
tention of the country. 

In Cincinnati, it will be recalled, the ma- 
chine of Boss Cox was trounced by a young 
lawyer named Henry T. Hunt, who had 
laid the basis of his political strength and 


proved his mettle as an incorruptible and 


militant prosecuting attorney. Running on 
the Democratic ticket, but rallying the in- 
dependent voters to his standard, Hunt 
swept the machine from the field and was 
elected mayor. 

The young executive found rough water 
awaiting him. Strikes, flood, and financial 
stringency had to be coped with. Impartial 
opinion holds that his administration has 
been successful, and he now comes forward 
for reélection on Nov. 4th, opposed by the 
Hermann-Hynicka machine. The Demo- 
crats have put forth an original platform 
which avoids glittering generalities and tells 
the concrete story of the administration, 
pledging an advance along the lines thus 
illustrated by actions and results. The story 
makes a most creditable page of American 
municipal history, and one episode is espe- 
cially interesting to Chicagoans. This is 
what the platform records: 


The administration could not permit little chil- 
dren to suffer and the sick perish on account of 
disagreements between ice manufacturers and 
their employés. The mayor therefore, when the 
strike had dangerously reduced the supply, called 
upon the board of heaith to authorize the purchase 
of ice from outside dealers as a heaith measure, 
which was done, and distribution made through 
the fire department and other departments. This 
supply failing, and efforts to bring peace by per- 
suasion accom,.ishing nothing, the mayor called 
upon the board of health to empower him to seize 
and operate the ice plants. Accordingly the city 
operated the plants and supplied the people with 
ice until the manufacturers finally met with their 
employés and worked out an agreement. There- 
upon the city returned the plants to their owners 
in improved condition, and stands ready to pay 
any reasonable rent for their use. 


This reminds Chicago of our mayor's 
handling of the garbage muddle—it is 80 
different. , 

A serious street railway strike was ended 
in ten days, social reforms were inaugurated, 
such as the separation of dependent from 
delinquent chikiren and the sending of these 
city wards into the country; reforms in ad- 
ministration and measures of economy were 
introduced, and constructive work like river 
improvement and grade crossing elimination 
begun. 

Mayor Hunt, a graduate of Yale universi- 
ty, ig of a type of young American we trust 
tends to grow in numbers. The best that 
America can give in the way of education 
and inspiration was given to him, and he iz 
repaying the debt manfully. Democracy 
must depend upon leadership of character 
and brains. | 

Will Cincinnati support such leadership 
when it has approved itself and fulfilled its 
promise so admirably? Organized vice, 

graf ting politics, the world of free and 
eusy, the shame of American cities, are in 
battle array against Hunt. 

The country may well watch anxiously 
the outcome. 


AMERICAN DOLLARS IN EUROPE. 
American dollars are rehabilitating Eu- 
rope, asserts an investigator. This coun- 
try is annually drained of sums which 
rival the fortanes. of a Rockefeller or 
Carnegie. The money is being taken out 
by immigrants re ing to the old world, 
Where they invest, in farms. Many of 
the newer immigty , it i exerted, . 
look upon Ameri workshop. They 
have no thought of becoming ‘citizens 
here. Can this country afford, asks the 
writer, to lose so much money to Europe 
annually? 
The question often has been asked be 


* 


— 


fore. It is a question that must be an- 
swered by America, not by the immi- 
grant. It is true, of course, that a cer- 


tain per cent of immigrants come ta this 
country with no other intention except 
to return to the old world after they have 
saved a small fortune here. But a large 
number of immigrants return to the old 
world against their will, and because 
America has treated them in a step- 
motherly manner. 

No matter how crude the newer immi- 
gruut may be, how lacking in ideals 
d when compared with the immigrants of 
two and three generations ago, he still 
loves the freedom of the new world. The 
earlier immigrants idealized this freedom, 
The newer immigrant likes it because it 
is more convenient, more comfortable. 
The older immigrant hated despotism, 
Micialism, spiritually. The newer immi- 
Brant hates the officialism of his country 
because of the excessive taxes it heaps 


When these immicrants return to Eu- 
‘weve from the United States they do so 
because this is the most practical, in fact 


the only way out for them. Most of these 
dewer aliens are sons of the soil. They 


u peasants from the country. They 


come to the United States and are put to 
work in steel mills and mines. After a 
few years of such labor they begin to 
feel their strength waning. They know 
that there will be no ripe old age for them 
if they keep on here, working in mills 
and mines by day and living in tenements 
by night. So they begin to think of the 
country. They begin to dream of a 
farm. But farm and country to them 
are synonymous with the old world. 

None of the people wha have been 
the advisers of these immigrants, the 
private banker and labor agents, has told 
them the United States affords them 
every opportunity to become farmers, It 
was to the interests of these people to 
keep the immigrants in the shops and 
mills and mines. To counteract this in- 
fluence no steps worth speaking of have 
been taken to acquaint these hordes of 
aliens with the farming opportunities, 
with the broad fields, and endless pral- 
ries of this great land. 

The rehabilitation of Europe by the 
American dollars which immigrants take 
out of this country is not an indictment 
of the immigrant—it is a criticism of 
America. With a more friendly and in- 
telligent attitude toward him the immi- 
grant might be made to add rather than 
detract from our wealth and resources. 

THE VOLTURNO. 

The dramatic marvel of the wireless to the 
rescue of human beings In extremity on the 
sea was exhibited again in the burning of 
the Volturno, Without the magic of this 
telegraphy the Uranium liner might have 
added another mystery to the Atlantic, or 
a raft or a lifeboat might have been picked 
up with a few passengers to tell the story of 
a disaster more complete, if of less magni- 
tude, than that of the Titanic, which itself 
was relieved, so far as its tragedy could be 
relieved, by the same miracle of science. 

With regard to the features of culpability 
presented by this latest revelation of the 
dangers of the sea, a conjecture based on 
insufficient evidence would condemn tlie 
British board of trade rules, to which the 
Volturno conformed. Even the fate uf the 
Titanic seems not to have persuaded this 
conservative organization that the right 
of life is superior to the right of property. 
In fire protection the Volturno was not up 
to the American standard. 

It was the tragedy of the Titanic that suf- 

ficient ' lifeboats could have saved thefpas- 
gengers and crew, and were not there. 
Actually the people on the Volturno seem 
not to have been robbed of life by insnffi- 
ciency of lifeboats. Eleven ships called by 
wireless stood by unable to aid because of 
the gale. There were boats on the eleven 
in plenty. Further, it is indicated that the 
loss of life was caused principally by the 
attempt to put out from the burning ship in 
the gale, the boats being thrown against the 
ship and crushed. 
Such a circumstance entered largely into 
the excuses made for the lack of boats on the 
Titanic, it being contended that ordinarily 
a ship in distress can make small use of life- 
boats because the condition that creates her 
peril is a greater peril to small boats. 

Obviously this was not true in the case of 
the Titanic, and it is not true, necessarily, in 
the event of fire or collision. It was th - ill 
luck of the Volturno to have to contend not 
only with a fire but with a gale. 

It is reported, also, that the Volturno had 
insufficient apparatus for the fighting of 
fires; in its case a still more serious fault. 

The fact that builders virtually have ovvi-. 
ated the perils of tempest, that foundering 
in a storm is, for the great steamships. a 
danger not to be considered, makes it the 
less excusable that they should be destroyed 
by man made dangers. 

The Titanic ran into an iceberg, but the 
collision was a man made accident, due, un- 
doubtedly, to high speed when there bad 
been warnings given of ice. 

The Volturno met another man made dan- 
ger—fire. 

Steamships can be made superior to the 
elements, but evidently not superior to the 
danger of human error. 


THE SAFETY CAMPAIGN. 

An energetic and well planned campaign 
in the public schools has begun under the 
auspices of the public safety commission. 
What Tue Tribune has said concerning the 
killing of trespassers on railroad rights of 
way should be enforced in reference to the 
careless habits of users of thoroughfares, 
The problem of city children is especially dif- 
ficult, because the streets seem the natural 
and only playground for many.

COCKROACHES. 

OT much work has been done on 
cockroaches as spreaders of disease. 
It has not been found that they 
alone carry some one disease, as 
do anopheles for malaria or stego- 
myia for yellow fever. But it has been 
proved that they pick up germs with their 
legs and bodies, as do flies. Their legs are 
not hairy, as are those of flies, and, in con- 
sequence, we are not surprised when We 
learn that the number of germs on a cock- 
roach is not liable to pass 10,000, while flies 

commonly have more than 100,000. 

Cockroaches feed on sputum, where there 
are the germs of consumption, pneumonia, 
and colds, and on filth, where there are the 
germs of typhoid fever and summer com- 
plaint. Their legs covered with the germs 
from one food are wiped on the next food 
eaten, which may be food ready for human 
consumption. 

All in all, the cockroaches are not so cap- 
able of spreading contagion as are flies, but 
they are capable enough to warrant reckon- 
ing with.

Herms and Nelson at the University of 
California, after examining roaches bac- 
teriologically and in other ways, making 
certain that they were capable of spreading 
disease, tried to find out about their habits.

It can carry them around for as long 
as two months, if it does not earlier find 
a good crack in which to deposit them. The 
eggs usually hatch in twelve days. 

The young roaches, almost white in color, 
moult soon after hatching and again in four 
Weeks, It takes them about a year to get 
guown, and, in this time, they moult six 
times. They are heavy eaters, and pretty 
much anything tastes good to them. 


~o— 

A dark box trap baited with sugar or 
stale beer is a fairly good way to catch 
them. Roach traps are onthe market. The 
glass kind does not work with the ordinary 
household roach. Poisoning them is a bet- 
ter method. 

Mix equal quantities of powdered borax 
and powdered sugar thoroughly, and place 
small heaps of it around the floor. Some of 
the commercial powders containing borax 
are not well mixed, or contain improper pro- 
portions, Or thoroughly mix plaster of 
paris one part, flour three parts. Place a 
little of this mixture in a saucer and placea 
little water in a different part of the same 
saucer or in another saucer right at hand. 

The roaches eat the flour-plaster mixture, 
drink the water, and die from the caking 
of the plaster in theirstomachs. This meth- 
od does not work unless the mixture has 
been kept dry. 

Even if the danger from some roach- 
borne disease is not great, the insect should 
be banished for esthetic reasons.

MOVING OF NO BENEFIT.

The lake absorbs heat in the summer and feeds t 
eto the alrin winter. In consequence the lake region 
is warmer in winter and cooler in summer than the 
surrounding country. The cold winds from the 
northwest travel overland from Medicine Hat. 
They have a thousand miles of flat, treeless coun 
try in which to get going. The lake has little influ- 
ence on these winds. 
The winds from the lake arrive at the city high 
in moisture, As they travel across the city the 
percentage of moisture lessens somewhat. So far 
as any effect on your throat is concerned, I do not 
think you will gain anything by moving farther 
inland.

LTHOUGH Count Vincent Macchi, 
whose appointment as Italian envoy 
to the United States was cabled last 
week from Rome, is no stranger in 
America, where he made many friends 

when stationed at Washington, D. C., as first 
secretary and chargé d'affaires of his country 
in 1908 and 1904, yet the impending departure 
of the present ambassador, the Marquis 
Cusani Confalonieri, is exciting widespread 
regret, particularly in the official circles of 
the national capital. 

Probably no one of the foreign representa- 
tives accredited to the United States govern- 
ment has succeeded to so marked a degree in 
establishing relations, not merely of cordial- 
ity but of personal friendship, with President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan. 

In fact, the reports that he has made to his 
government and the information which he 
will carry back to Europe will go far to dispel 
the popular impression which prevails there 
concerning the alleged shirt sleeve methods of 
American statecraft, and as to the difficulty 
said to be experienced by foreign diplomats 
in transacting business with the present ad- 
ministration. 

Occupying a particularly high place in the 
favor of his king and queen, enjoying the 
warm regard of Premier Giolitti and of the 
Marquis di San Giuliano, minister of foreign 
affairs, with an excellent record of service to 
his credit, Cusani is returning home prepara- 
tory to taking charge of a mission in one of 
the most important of European capitals. 
And in view of the role which he is still 
destined to play in the old world, both in his 
own country and beyond its borders, it is 
pleasant to feel that, unlike so many depart- 
ing diplomats, he is carrying away with him 
nothing but the most enthusiastic apprecia- 
tion of the United States and ot its people. 

Perhaps one of the principal reasons of his 
success here, apart from the tact and the 
charming simplicity of manner, wholly de- 
void of hauteur, has been his strong sense of 
humor. This has appealed tha special de- 
gree to Americans and nas enabled him to 
pass lightly over small tpgybles and annoy- 
ances, which so many other féreigners here, 
no matter whether in an official Capacity or as 
residents or as visitors, are so often disposed 
to unduly magnify. 

Keenly alive to the obligations imposed 
upon him as ambassador, he has invariably 
seen in those with whom he has been brought 
into contact the kindly intent whenever there 
has been any lack of formality, and has not 
considered that either his own dignity or that 
of the country which he represented: was 
impaired when subjected to the well meaning 
but sans facon ways of politicians, with well 
meant but illy directed attention. 


~~ 

Cusani’s debut at Washington gave the cue 
to his character. He happened to be alone in 
the chancellery of the embassy when a young 
reporter called for the purpose of obtaining 
some information about the new ambassador 
Taking the marquis for one of the attachés 
or clerks, the reporter gave free exercise to 
his spirit of inquiry about the envoy, asking: 
What kind of a man is your new boss?” 
offering him cigarets by way of encourage- 
ment, asking whether he could come out and 
take a drink, and becoming in every sense of 
the word quite chummy. Finally, 
professions of good will, the reporter de- 
parted, promising to return on the following 
afternoon, when he was assured that an 
effort would be made to find an opportunity 
of presenting him to the boss —-that is, the 
ambasador—so that he could get for his 
paper a personal interview. 
When the reporter returned the next day 
and sent in his card, he was passed on from 
one liveried footman to another, untl finally 
he reached the salon where the ambassadress 
was receiving. The marquis, catching sight

Then he carried the much disconcerted re- 
porter off to the buffet for a glass of cham- 
pagne, and a chatty interview. That estab- 
lished the reputation of the Cusanis; at any 
rate among the newspaper fraternity of the 
national capital. 

The ambassador delights in little incidents 
of this kind. Thus, on one occasion when 
passing through Milan on his way to Rome, 
he had his overcoat stolen and dropped into 
a shop to hurriedly buy another one. The 
tailor eyed him keenly, remarked that he had 
lived a number of years in America, had in- 
deed but recently returned to take up his 
father’s business, and exclaimed: ‘‘ Surely 
I have seen you somewhere in New York; 
your face is so familiar.“ 

That is 80,“ replied Cusan!, quite serious- 
ly. In fact, Iam living in America.“ 

‘What is your business there?“ inquired 
the tailor. 

O, I have a sort of official job,“ said 
Cusani. 

O, I know what it is! I place you now! 
You are a policeman. You are one of the 
Italian squad in New York, J recognize your 
face!“ 

The ambassador smiled. Tes,“ he said, 
it is something of the kind! paid for the 
coat and walked out, chuckling to himself. 

Cusani’s favor on the part of his king and 
queen is largely due to the fact that he spent 
a number of years as Italian minister at 
Cettinje, at the court of Queen Helena’s 
father, the King of Montenegro, and was in 
that way the channel not only of intercourse 

between the two governments but also of com- 
munications of a more personal and private 
character between the King and Queen of 
Montenegro and their royal son-in-law and 
daughter at Rome. 

King Nicholas developed such a Hking for 
Cusani that he used to make him his com- 
panion on many a shooting and hunting ex- 
pedition. During the course of one of these 
téte-&-téte trips Cusani, at the private and 
pressing instigation of Queen Milena, urged 
Nicholas to give up his excessive smoking, 
which, according to his physicians, was in- 
juring his health. Nicholas pooh-poohed the 
suggestion, chaffed Cusanl for having al- 
lowed himself to be won over by the enemy.“ 
that is to say, those who wished to deprive 
him of his principal solace, tobacco, and 
finally exclaimed, “‘ You could not doit your- 
self. I wager you could not.“ 

Accepted, monseigneur,’’ retored Cusani. 
“I pledge myself never to smoke again, if 
only you will stop.” Nicholas, with a sorry 
face, gave up smoking for a time, but de- 
veloped so great a grouch that his own family 
entreated him to resume in moderation. But 
Cusani has never smoked since.

The marquis is a most entertaining racon- 
teur, and the experiences which he relates of 
his delightful stay at Cettinje and of his rela- 
tions with King Nicholas and his family have 
gone far to dispel any former prejudice 
against the ruler in the United States and to 
present him to people here in an extremely 
attractive light. 

Cusani’s record of service includes stations 
as Italian envoy, not only in Cettinje but 
at Berne and in Buenos Aires, while he 
spent a number of years as diplomatic agent 
at Budapest and as councilor and chargé 
d’affaires at Vienna, where he was the prin- 
cipal lieutenant of the celebrated Count 
Nigra, himself the confidant and alter ego 
of Cavour. At Rome he was associated with 
another of Ca vour's followers, Baron Blane, 

Cusani belongs on his father’s side to one 
of the old houses of the northern Italian 
aristocracy,-and through his mother is 
descended from that Count Frederic Con- 
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tion among his closest friends:

BWITCHING AT MAYFAIR. 


Chicago, Oct. 7.—[To the Friend of the 
People.] — Will you kind'y tell me if the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad la- 
tends to remove its switch yards at May- 
fair? Also, why do they have from one to 
three engines switching all night? t 
would not be so bad if they stopped their 
racket at midnight, but they are still at it 
at 3 or 4 a. m. Is there a law probib- 
iting a locomotive fro: blowing its whistle 
in the city limits? Why do they ring the 
bell in the middle of the night, when there 
surely is no one on the tracks? Why can- 
not this switching be done in the day- 
time instead of all night? What can bs 
done to stop this noise?

Our instructions are that switch engines, not 
only in Mayfair district, but throughout our en- 
tire terminals in Chicago, shall only use their 
whistle signals and ring their belle in emer- 
gency cases, or where necessary to do so to com- 
ply with the city and state laws, and from time 
to time we have this matter checked up by the 
division officers to see that the instructions are 
being complied with. 

So far as performing our switching during the 
day time, this would be a physical impossibility; 
we have trains arriving at Mayfair and other 
Chicago yards at all hours during the night, and 
were they not switched up immediately upon 
arrival it would not only result in a very serious 
congestion in our yards, but would mean that all 
the merchandise and perishable freight, such as 
butter, eggs, dressed poultry, dressed meat, etc., 
would not be placed at our freight houses in time 
for early delivery on the morning of its arrival, 
which would bring about serious and vigorous 
protests from our patrons and shippers. We do, 
however, reduce our switching during the night 
time to the minimum, 

I regret very much that the doctor should have 
any cause for complaint, and will immediately 
again caution all concerned to be more careful to 
make as little noise as possible, not only dur- 
ing the night time, but also during the day time.

Augusta, Ga., Oct. 12.—- Thomas E. Watson, 
editor, author, and nominee of the People’s 
party for the presidency of the United States 
in 1904, will de tried before Judge R. E. Foster 
in the United States District court here 
during the week of Oct. 20 on a charge of 
sending obscene matter through the mails. 

The charges against Watson resulted from 
the publication of articles in two of his 
magazines denouncing the Roman Catholic 
church.

CONGRESS’ RECESS 


President Wants Currency Bill 
Passed Before Next Regu- 
lar Session. 


— — 


EAGERFOR PARTY RECORD 


Reforms Expected by Executive 
to Keep Democrats in Con- 
trol of Senate. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—President 
Wilson let it be known tonight that he did 
not favor a recess of congress at this time, 
but desired continuous and uninterrupted 
consideration of the pending currency bill. 

His wish as expressed throughout his con- 
ferences with senate leaders has been for 
continuous attention to the currency measure 
with the confidence that with concentrated 
effort and study the bill would be out of the 
senate before the beginning of the December 
session of congress. 


No Break Among Senators. 

Dfrorts to bring about a recess incidentally 
have shown that a majority of the Demo- 
cratic senators were opposed to the propo- 
sition while the outcome of the currency 
bill from the senate committee was in doubt. 
The senate committee has thus far shown a 
disposition to report a bill that all of its 
members could support, and there is no evi- 
dence of a direct break in the committee. 

Differences are apparent over certain fea- 
tures of the measure, but it is believed that 
many of the senators will be reconciled by 
certain changes in the house bill, which will 
not. effect its geenral character, and will leave 
it acceptable to the president. 

Aside from the contention that the people 
of the country demand immediate currency 
reform to meet the commercial expansion 
expected from the operation of the new tariff, 
the president is making it plain to those 
who are conferring with him that early cur- 
rency legislation is just as important to in- 
dividual members of the senate as it is tothe 
redemption of the administration's platform 
pledges. 

Plenty for Next Session. 

With the plan for a revision of the anti- 
trust laws, rural credit legislation, immigra- 
tion changes, consideration of arbitration 
treaties, and appropriation bills, the presi- 
dent takes the view that to delay work on 
currency now and throw it over into the reg- 
ular session would not only shorten the time 
for other vital reforms, but would unneces- 
sarily prolong the next session of congress. 

This would prevent senators as well as 
house members from getting back to their 
states and home districts to participate in 
the spring primaries, seriously interfering 
with plans for the November campaign. 

The president is pointing out, too, that in 
just a year the direct election of United 
States senators will be in effect for the first 
time. The president believes that the Dem- 
ocratic party on that occasion will be placed 
on the stand as a unit to prove its claims for 
a continuation in power. With a record of 
lishment—tariff, currency, and other 
big reforms—behind them, he is confident 
the party will be returned to control of con- 
gress with an even larger majority in the 
senate. 


OVER POLAR LAND 


(Continued from first page.) 


to doubt that a discovery had been made. 
The general said today that on Dec. 18, 1894, 
the Fram, in which Dr. Nansen drifted in 
the arctic regions, was in latitude 82:50, 
longitude 104, just a little north of where 
the southern extremity of the land reported 
discovered is said to be. 

Dr. Nansen's party saw no land, and so 
confident was he that none existed in the 
vicinity of his vessel that he has argued 
since the unexplored portion of the Arctic 
ocean is a deep basin. 

Gen. Greely suggested that it hardly seemed 
possible that a continent of the size of Green- 
land could exist between the drift path of 
the Fram and Chelyuskin, the northernmost 
point of Asia. 

That unexplored land about the size of 
Greenland does exist within the arctic circle 
north of Alaska and eastern Siberia as dis- 
tinguished from western Siberia, where the 
Russians are said to have discovered land, 
has been the theory of scientists for years. 

Dr. Roland A. Harris of the coast geodetic 
survey years ago put forth the so-called 
Harris theory that a large area of undiscov- 
ered land was located within the circle. 

Dr. Harris observed that at Point Barrow 
the flood. stream of the tide came from the 
west and not from the north, as the hypo- 
thesis of an extended and deep polar basis 
would indicate. 


Rear Admiral Peary Optimistic. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. [Special.] 
Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, discoverer of 
the north pole, is optimistic regarding the 
dispatches from Alaska which herald the 
finding of an immense continent north of Si- 
beria. 

He bases his credence of the Wert upon 
the theory formed a long time ago by Dr. 
Rollin Harris, the tidal expert of the United 
States coast and geodetic survey, who has 
declared that the tides of the Arctic ocean 
tend to show there ls a large tract of land 
near the north pole. 

But Admiral Peary doubts the statement 
that the continent is as large as Greenland, 
as the dispatches from Alaska would imply. 

In a private message received today Ad- 
miral Peary says: 

Have read of the reported discovery of 


new land north of Siberia with great interest. 


The existence of land in the unexplored por- 
tion of the Arctic ocean should surprise no 
one, though the reported size is manifestly an 
error. 

Before I sighted the summits of Crocker 
land from Cape Thomas Hubbard, Dr. Har- 
ris, of the coast survey, as a result of his 
exhaustive study of Arctic tides, had proph- 
esied the existence of such land.. 

Capt. Wilkitzky is to be congratulated. 
I wait verification of the report and more 
details with great interest.

Mme. Melba’s Voice Is 
~ Remarkably Preserved.

ESTERDAY afternoon in Orchestra hall 

Mme. Nellie Melba and Mr. Edmund 

Burke of the Covent Garden opera, as- 

sisted by MM. Moyse and Lappiere,

Dollar Profit in Sewing Basket. 


The storea sell dark green and dark red reed 
baskets with eight inch bottoms and with han- 
dies, for 10 cents each. Buy one yard of fig- 
ured cretonne at 35 cents a yard. One yard is 
enough for two baskets. Cut a circle from the 
goods to fit the bottom ot thé basket. Cretonne 
is a yard wide. Cut a strip fifteen inches wide 
and thirty-six inches long. Make a heading 
along one of the thirty-six inch sides, so a cord 
can be drawn through. Seam together the fif- 
teen inch sides. Gather the bottom and stitch 
on to the circle on the machine. Fasten ‘this 
bag in the basket. A pair of white cords with 
tassels sells for 5. cents. Cost of one basket 
33 cents, and they sell for 31.26 each. These 
bags can be removed easily and laundsred and 
tacked into place quickly. 55

He 
punctuated his remarks by digging the index 
finger of his right hand into the palm of hig 
outatretched hand.

Game Threatened by Disputes 
Arising Under the Pres- 
ent Method. 


FAVOR HERRMANN PLAN. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.|—The world’s 
championship. series of 1913 which ended 
yesterday with Edward Plank’s magnificent 
Swan song was the least satisfactory of 
the nine that have been played under the aus- 
pices of the national commissivn and may 
be the last of its kind. 

There is no dissatisfaction with the result 
of it. Even in New York. wher the Giants 
were considered the only team on earth this 
year, it is conceded that the Philadelphia 
Athletics are a greater ball team and de- 
served to win the big pennant on sheer merit 
alone. But the poor showing of the Giants 
was a big surprise to the majority of fans 
and experts, and it cannot be explained sat- 
isfactorily by any elibi that has yet been pro- 
duced. 


Causes for Dissatisfaction. 

The principal elements of dissatisfaction, 
however, are the difficulty experienced in 
satisfying the baseball public of the two cities 
primarily interested in the world's series, on 
accouni of the infi-x bility of the stands at 
the Polo grounds and at Shibe park: the fuss 
the players are making because their profits 
from the big event are less than last year; 
ibe tangle over the piayers who posed as 
expert baseball writers without being able 
to spell words of mre than seven sy'‘ables; 
and the proven inability to prevent scalping 
of tickets by any known method. 

There is a disposition among baseball men 
to look with more favor than heretofore on 
the proposition long ago submitted by Chair- 
man Herrmann of the National Commission 
to inaugurate a different finish to the base- 
ball season than that which has prevailed for 
the last eight or nine years. It probably is 
recalled by a good many baseball fans, but 
the gist of Hermann’s scheme is to stop the 
major league championship seasons a month 
earlier than the present system calls for and 
finish up-with an inter-league contest in 
Which all sixteen team hall compete in- 
stead of only two, four, six, or eight, accord- 
img to the pleasure of the club owners, as at 
present. 


Fear Series May Hurt Game. 
Always there has been outspoken opposi- 
tion to Garry Herrmann’s idea on account of 
the great impulse given to baseball by the 
short, sharp, and brilitant contests that have 
been played for the .world’s championship 
im récant years. Now there is revulsion of 
feeling, and a general belief that the present 
style of winding up the season in a blaze 
of glory will eventually do thé game greater 

than good.

There might have been a different 
count in the games of the world’s series if 
Manager McGraw had continued to play 
Wiltse on first base.

Commission to Investigate Con- 
tracts of Writers.“ 


STATES HIS CASE. 


M’GRAW 


Surprises Every One by Saying He Is 
Opposed to the Practice. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

New York, Oct. 12.—[Special.]—The nation- 
al commission held a protracted session at 
its headquarters in the Waldorf this after- 
noon and at its conclusion announced it had 
decided to hold up the players’ share of the 
receipts until all the contestants who wrote 
or pretended to write articles for the news- 
papers on the games last week could submit 
their contracts with the papers. 

The object of the move is to determine 
whether or not such contracts were entered 
into in good faith by the players prior to the 
national commission’s edict against the mis- 
use of players’ names in connection with 
newspaper articles. 

The commission had Manage. McGraw of 
the Giants before it for the purpose of in- 
forming him that it had voted to divert $1,000 
of its own cash toward advertiging the forth- 
coming tour of the world by the Giants and 
White Sox, and while McGraw was before 
the commission he was asked about his own 
contract with a local newspaper. 


McGraw Shows His Contract, 

The Giant leader exhibited it and proved 
that it antedated the commission’s bulletin 
against player-experts. Then MeGraw de- 
livered himself of an opinion so strongly op- 
posed to players or managers writing for 
newspapers that it surprised the commission. 
McGraw said that in his opinion it was a det - 
riment to the game and was likely to occa- 
sion trouble among the players; in fact; it al- 
ready had been the cause of considerable 
hard feeling of that kind. 

McGraw explained his own alleged writing 
by the statement that he did it as a favor to 


a newspaper friend more than anything 


elese, and thought it permissible as long as 
others were allowed to do it, but that if the 
commission wanted to stop fake player ex- 
perting he would do all he could to help 
them. ‘ 


Merkle to Handle Loser’s End. 
As Manager McGraw did not permit his 
name to appear among the eligible players 
entitled to cut up the money, the Giants sent 


a communication to the commission asking 


that their share be turned over in a lump 
sum to Fred Merkle. The purpose of this ig 
to permit the Giants to include the widow 
of the late groundkeeper, Murphy, in their 


share of the worid’s series. 


_ Usually the commission sends individual 
checks to the players eligible to share in the 
receipts, and that system will be followed in 
distributing the winners’ share of the pool 
to the Athletics. The request of the Giants 
will- be granted. 

The commission also withheld the. New 
York club owners’ share of. the world’s 
Series receipts the same as last year. It 
will be recalled that the New York club 


owners last fall objected to paying into the 


National league treasury 25 per cent of the 


share of the world’s series receipts of 1912, 


The dispute was turned over to a referee 
and has been in the civil courts ever since. 

It is Known that the referee has reached a 
decision against the New York club. and in 
favor of the new system of diverting part
